Hooghly district and the strengthening of the emergency force at Asansol. Ina mer 
these two industrial tracts it was intended to strengthen the force in the urban areas of the 
24-Parganas district by introducing part of the reorganization scheme sanctioned some ‘ 
years before, nd funds were voted for the purpose. But later in the year the financia! 

sition rendered it necessary to keep this im nt improvement once more in abeyance. 

‘or similar reasons it has not- been possible to provide an ioe vine reserve of force at the 

industrial centres of Howrah and Serampore, or vo supply sufficient motor transport to add 
to the mobility of the police forces in the thickly populated localities on both banks of the 
Hooghly. It is gratifying that the improved conditions of service effected in the previous 
year have had a salutary effect on the recruitment of the subordinate ranks : vacancies dne 
to resignations among constables were considerably fewer than in preceding years.” The 
proportion of Bengali recrnits however fell from 65:1 to 471 per cent., and: the Inspector- ; 
General notes that the want of family quarters for constables renders the service less 
attractive for the best type of local men. But the post of assistant sub-inspector was 
much sought after, and recruits with goo educational qualifications were obtained. In 
connection with the strength of the force, the Inspector-General has brought to notice: 
the need for a reserve beyond the ordinary reserve for leave and training, in order to 
provide men for unforeseen and temporary duties. The strength of district forces has 
been fixed for normal work, often many years ago when ‘circumstances wyre different, 
with the result that the extra men required to deal with serious outbreaks of crime, 
strikes or other emergencies can only be found by depleting the staff assigned to other 
work or by curtailing the grant of leave. The leave reserve of sub-inspectors and 
constables was increased in recent years, but without'further experience its general 
adequacy caunot be determined. Certainly in many districts it has still to be unduly 
drawn upon to find men for miscellaneous work for which there is no cadre provision, and 
also to. supply extra forces for duties for which the sanctioned staff is found to be inade- 
quate ; in particular there is general agreement among local officers that the allotted 
staff for escort purposes is insufficient. 

<4, Discipline was on the whole well maintained, and the Governor in Council 
endorses the Inspector-General’s testimony to the force that “with a few exceptions all 
ranks behaved with exemplary loyalty under most trying circumstances at a time when 
adverse economic conditions, industrial unxest and other causes added to the difficulties 
of police work.” There was 4 decrease in the number of complaints and civil suits 
brought against the police by the members of the public, and the number of those 
judicially punished fell from 398 to 247. Inno case was an unfavourable comment of 

lice action made by the High Court or any Court of Sessions. At the same time the 
number of those rewarded for good work increased from 6,316 to 6,468. 

5, The health of the force was slightly better than in previous years, bur still not 
satisfactory, malarial fever being responsible for most of the illness. It has often been 
pointed out that men who are poorly housed and inadequately equipped are bound to 
show a high incidence of sickness, and the Inspector-General notes that the town police 
suffer especially on this account. Singe the close of the year it has been possible to allot 
limited funds for the purchase of mosquito nets, bed cots and waterproofs for a small 
proportion of the staff, but a rapid improvement of the conditions which adversely affect 
the health of the force cannot unfortunately be hoped for in the present state of 
provincial finances. 

6. The river police system which has been gradually evolved in recent years was 
modified in the light of experience, gained. In the big rivers of the Ganges division 
(opened in 1917) and the Brahmaputra division adequate patrol cannot be undertaken 
without larger launches with search-lights. But as serious crime is not prevalent in these 
localities, river patrols are not essential. For this reason and also as a measure of 
economy, the floating craft together with the personnel of these two divisions were 
brought to headquarters towards the end of the year. Proposals to redistribute the river 

lice jurisdictions and to give effect to the long contemplated scheme of including the 
hnina waterways, where the prevention of riverine crime is necessary, are now under 
_ gonsideration. In areas where practically the only means of communications are by. 
water, crime cannot be controlled except by a mobile river police, and it is noteworthy 
that in the case of a patrol post whose removal. was contemplated, the inhabitants pro- 
tested against being deprived of its protection. The river police launches were of great 
service during the strike of steamer employees in Eastern Bengal in carrying Govern- 
ment officers and the mails ; while the officers and men effected the rescue of 3h persons 
from drowning and saved 32 boats. Another feature of the year’s work yesh

“against the decline in the number of b thetin’ and lees serious offendes haverto 
be set more riots, dacoities and robberies, the figares of which exceeded the average of 

i the last five years. It is indeed not certain that there was a real decrease in breaches 
_ of the law, for under the influence of the non-co-operation‘movement in several districts 
offences were not always brought to the notice of the authorities, while aggtieved 
_. persons were often induced or compelled to have resort to “ arbitration courts”. Such 
offences, however, relate to minor infractions of the law ; the real effect of this move- 
‘ment is reflected in the prevalence of the more violent forms of crime. As to riots, 
_ while the number was swelled by the activities of the Khilafat volunteers, strikers and 
others influenced by the prevailing atmosphere of disobedience to law, the majority were 
as usnal the outcome of agrarian quarrels, The practice of serving warning notices on 
the owners arfd occupiers of land ir dispute was often adopted with successful results, 
but the Inspector-General notes that its utility was overlooked in a number of districts, 
‘The attention of Superintendents of Police should be specially drawn to the value of 
these warnings in often preventing disturbances, , 


_ The number of true cases of dacoity was 716 against 576, the average of the last 
» five years, the corresponding figures for robberies being 389 and 345, Over 64 per cent. 
of the dacoities took place in the Burdwan and Rajshahi Divisions, and it is significant 
that the highest figures are recorded in the districts of Midnapore and Rangpur where the 
non-co-operation movement attained considerable prominence. Various causes contri- 
buted to the increase, eg., economic distress, which stirred local gangs into greater 
activity ; the influx of foreigners, such as colliery workers from upcountry to Asansol, 
and Nepalese into Darjeeling. One particular factor which led to an extensive outbreak 
of orime in the Rajshahi Division was the escape of a largé number of convicts from 
Rajshahi jail in March ; some of the worst of these eluded capture, organized gangs and 
committed dacoities and other crimes throughout the neighbouring districts. These gangs 
have since been rounded up, and several escaped convicts have been imprisoned. In 
_ dealing with the outbreaks of crime, the police laboured under a serious handicap. The 
dislocation of the rural police, cansed by the attacks of the non-co-operation movement 
on the chaukidari administration in several districts, deprived the polics of much local 
information which Would have helped in the prevention and detection of crime. The 
regular police, whose attention was distracted by the activities, of volunteers and »others 
pursuing acampaign of intimidation and boycott and preaching sedition, were unable to 
devote all their energies to measures of surveillance and investigation. And even where 
action was sought to be taken against crimjnals, the villagers, coerced or corrupted by the— 
non-co-operation ‘propaganda, were often unwilling to give information or evidence that 
would bring the offenders to justice. Consequently the number of cases of dacoity in 
which a’ conviction was obtained fell from 91 last year to 76, while preventive measures 
under section 110 of the Code of Criminal Procedure were taken against only 3,529 per- — 
sons, 779 fewer than in 1920. The difficulties of the police continued into the current 
id year, but the action taken to vindicate authority together with specific police measures by 
way of special patrols and the establishment of detective staffs, in order to deal with 
¢riminal gangs, have since resulted in a considerable improvement. The C. I. D. gave 
valuable assistance in the sappression of professional and organized crime, specially in 
dealing with dacoities in the Rajshahi Division. Volunteer defence parties are still few 
x in nomber, ‘and in most districts are reported to be apathetic, but in Hooghly and 
_-.  Marshidabad they gave great assistance to the police, arreating offenders who were subse- 
+ quently convicted. The Governor in Council has mach pleasure in commending the

3. The report of the Civil Veterinary Department indicates that the year under 
review was on the whole a healthy one for the livestock of the province, in comparison 
with the preceding year. The mortality from contagious diseases during the year was 
16,142 against 19,344 in the year 1920-21, Of the total number of deaths rinder; 
was responsible for 13,304 or nearl three-fourths, against 17,425 during the prec 

ear. The districts which suffered most from this disease were Rajshahi, Tippera, 

shidabad, Mymensingh, Burdwan and Bakarganj. 

During the year the veterinary assistants attended 458 outbreaks of disease in which 
preventive inoculation was undertaken, and the total number of cattle inoculated was 
76,340 as against 539 outbreaks and 86,354 cattle inoculated during the previous year, 

. The number of deaths among inoculated cattle was 408 or ‘5 per cent. of the total. The 
. pumber inoculated against rinderpest was 68,717 against 83,263 in the previous year. 
+» ‘This decrease is attributed partly to the fact that rinderpest was loss prevalent during the 

_ year under review and to the delay in the receipt of reports of outbreaks in certain

In the course of my enquiry I have examined altogether 46 witnesses, Of these 27 
dre prisoners (including convict-overseers, under-trials, etc.), 16 belonging to the Jail staff 
(consisting of the Superintendent, Deputy ‘Stperintendent, assistant jailors, havildar, 

-warders, sepoys and two jail! doctors), and Messrs. Colson and Wilson, the Superintendent _ 
of the 24-Parganas Police, and the Deputy Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, respectively. 
I have also examined the two injured persons at the Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospital and = * 
the doctor who gave them the first aid there, and ‘concluded the euquiry on the 14th 
October 1922, ca a Baan © 6 ate we ‘ 

Before dealing with the incidents of the actual outbreak, I think it necessary to 
briefly refer to the position of affairs at the Presidency Jail when the new Superinten- 
dent, Dr. Young, took over charge on the 26th Septembér last. In his evidence he said, 

“J found the morale of the staff of a very low order and the convicts most rebellious and ~ 
discipline practically nil.” Since the outbreak he has had portions of the workshop - 
dng up and has found there lethal weapons and a very large quantity of contraband 
hidden in various places. ‘Two of the lethal weapons are roughly made, and though they 
muy have been smuggled into the Jail it is quite possible they may have been manufac- 
tured in the jail. One wasa kind of rough chopper over two feet long, It is very 
difficult to imagine that so bulky an article could have been smuggled into the Jail. If 
it was manufactured in the Jail, it cogld only have been ‘made with the connivance and. 
knowiedge of some of the Jail staff, Two of the mutineors a nablbed arched with swords, 
these have not been’ found up to the present; There is still a great deal of 
spadework to be done, and no doubt agreat many more things will be unearthed, 
Upshon, the Jailor, wis on leave in April when the first outbreak occurred. He 
ned from leave on the Ist of August. He says, on his return he found the warders 
a great state of nervousness and obviously afraid of the prisoners, and that the attitude 
demeanour of the prisoners had entirely changed from thatin December 1921. He _ 
says their attitude in March 1922 was bad, and worse when he returned in August. } 
; Dr. Young ut once-determined to try and bring the Jail into order. In pursuance 4 
of! that object he found it necessary to inflict a large number of punishments for various 
jail offences. Between the 26th September and Ist October he punished 31 convicts— 
5 with “fetters” and a number with the punishment of wearing gunny-clothing. These 
forms of punishment are specially disliked by the convicts. In the previous 12 months 
there had been only 6 cases of “ fetters" punishment. The convicts quickly realized that 
the era of warders turning a blind eye to the breaking of Jail requiations was likely to 
come to an end. I have no doubt that it was decided to try and get rid of the new 
Superintendent. That there are ring-leaders among the convicts there can be no question, + 
but though they must be perfectly well known to some of the warders it has not up to the 
present been possible (o find out their names, The warders are undoubtedly afraid of 
reprisals in case they gave them away, I passed through the Jail on several occasions 
while, holling. the enquiry, and the Jailappears)to be now thoroughly orderly and quiet, 
and when the Jail staff have regained their confidence, the names of the men responsible 
for the trouble will, it is hoped, transpire, The convict named Abdul Rahaman (who is » 
known throughout the Jail by the nickname of Good-Began) is considered by Dr. Young 
as one of the ring-leaders. This man is now serving his eighth term of imprisonment. 
From the look of him one could not imagine him leading any one, but that he is a person 
of importance amongst the convicts there can be no question. This man from the com- 
mencement appears to have been a constant cause of annoyance to Dr. Young. He . 
was continually complaining, and on the 30th he developed a fresh complaint—pain in his 
legs. Dr. Young considered him to be a malingerer,-and his opinion was shared by the © 
Sub-Assistant Surgeon. Dr. Youngin order te.see whether his suspicions were correct, 
ordered him to be put ina pair of Macin.,...-plints, Ifhe were really in pain the pain — 
would be eased.
